before highway numbers w?re in- 
vented: and in HUG I accompanied 
a cousin on a Model-T adventure 
from Wilkes-Barre. Pa., (o Quincy, 
111.. There were no highway num- 
bers at all. and most of the cities 
» ad 
forgotten 
to put up street 


signs. In those days it. took longer 
to get "un-lost" 
in one town than 


it did to drive to Ihe next town. 


We have- a perfect system of high- 


way 
numbers 
all over 
America 


today, but 
the 
marking of city 


streets is no better, and perhaps 
worse, than 30 years ago. You're 
all right if you are merely going 
through a city, because you can 
depend on the state and federal 
numbers: but if vou are looking for 
a particular address in a strange 
^ilv. that's where trouble begins. 


[ have some useful advice lo give 


you on this; matter: (1) If tlv city 
is big enough you can head for a 
downtown newsstand or hotel and 
inquire about a city map, or (2) 
you 
can 
head 
for a taxi-stand, 


give one of Ihe cabbies the address 
you want to reach, and then pay 
him for driving out there in his 
empty ear while you follow in your 
own. 
(Note: No. 2 is the more 


costly method, but it's fast and 
accurate because the native cab- 
driver doesn't have to clep-nd on

ness district. It drew several him 
dred onlookers, massed around Ihe 
scene just a few blocks east of 
the cily's gambling quarter. 


The sudden explosion and 
fire 


killed the fire chief of 
a 
nearby 
cily and four men. A sixth, a Reno 
fireman, was missing. The
